Three  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  removed  to  the  Dover  Isolation 
Hospital  and  one  to  the  Ashford  Isolation  Hospital.  The  case  of 
Erysipelas  was  removed  to  the  Canterbury  Isolation  Hospital. 


HOUSING: 


Tenders  have  been  accepted  for  the  erection  of  ifO  permanent  Id  rick 
houses  in  the  various  Parishes  of  the  Marsh.  Six  Swedish  Timber  Houses 
are  already  under  construction  at  Brookland,  and  12  more  Swedish 
Houses  are  under  order.  Sixteen  Airey  type  concrete  houses  have  been 
applied  for,  and  all  housing  sites  required  have  been  purchased. 

WATER: 

Applications  have  been  made  to  the  Kent  County  Council  and  the 
Ministry  of  Health  for  Grants  is  aid  of  various  extensions  in  the 
Marsh  generally,  but  until  the  Council  know  what  these  grants  are 
likely  to  amount  to,  it  is  impossible  for  them  to  proceed. 

The  supply  which  is  derived  from  the  Mid-Kent  and  Littlestone 
Water  Companies  has  been  satisfactory  as  regards  quality  and  quantity. 
Samples  of  the  Littlestone  Company’s  water  are  taken  in  two  neighbour  in. 
districts  regularly,  and  the  reports  have  been  invariably  good,  and 
every  month  I  receive  a  copy  of  that  of  the  Mid-Kent  Water  Company’s 
water,  which  in  our  case  comes  from  the  Company’s  Wells  at  Barham, 
near  Canterbury,  and  these  repots  have  always  been  very  good. 

There  is  no  plumbo- solvent  action  in  either  of  th._se  supplies.
